MORMONISM. 
PRESIDENT ARTHUR’S SENTIMENTS. 
From an Occasional Correspondent. 
Wasurnoton, D. C., Jan. 6.—President Gar- 
field in his inaugural message informed the 
country that to the settlement of the constantly 
recurring cifficulties in Utah affecting the 
proper administration of law—especiaily in its 
application to the punishment of practical 
polywamy—tiie attention of his Administration 
would be particularly directed. From what is 
known of President Arthur's sentiments, there 
can be no doubt that he will urge upon Congress, 
witb no less earnestness than his predecessor 
would have done, the adoption of decisive meas- 
ures for the suppression of this abomination, 
and will aid in every proper way its action to 
the attainment of this very desirable end. 
So many promises, however, of this character 
have been made during the past quarter of a 
century, and such futile measures have been 
adopted by Congress, and become inoperative in 
the courts of Utah, it is not surprising that 
many intelligent persons are skeptical of polyg- 
amy ever being seriously disturbed by any 
measures of legislation. It is humiliating to 
make this admission; but, as we are surely 
ENTERING UPON A STRUGGLE 
which should settle now and forever that the 
barbaric usages of a polygamie theveracy.shali 
not be longer protected and perpetuated by the 
supineness tof u Christian Government in this 
great land, this and other facts cannot be too 
well Known or too frequently repeated from 
press and pulpit.so that the people may be 
thoroughly cducated on this issue, and in due 
time their sovereign will may be intelligently 
expressed, if such it should be, that polygamy 
shail be stamped out and made an end of. 
As no intelligent General would enter upon a 
hostile campaign ia an enemy’s country—and that 
is precisely what Utah is to the United States— 
without informing himseif of the obstacies he 
may ha ve to contend with, the resources for sup- 
port of that enemy, your correspondent assumes 
through your columns to furnishin a series of 
letters the reading public with the facts in this 
budding controversy, and as the Congressional 
drama develops, the men and measures on both 
sides will be the better understood. 
AT THE OUTSTART 
it should be stated that the writer entertains too 
high au opinion of the intelligence of the Amer- 
ican people to think that a suggestion of any- 
thing which couid possibly be construed into 
preparation for a crusade against the Mormon 
religion would ever be welcome reading. Re- 
ligion is a personal affair which in a free country 
is best always to be left alone for the pieasure of 
those who may want it—be its characteristics 
whatit may. The measures for the settlement 
of the Utah difficuity are not, therefore, 
intended to dictate to the Mormons what they 
may believe, but they are desired only to make 
the Disciples amenabie for their actions, when 
these are in violation of law, and those actions 
become offensive to the moral sense and decency 
of Christian communities and a reproach to the 
good name of this Nation—such as Mormon 
polygamy is today spoken of in every civilized 
country in the worid. 
Whatever may have been the character and 
number of 
BLUNDERS COMMITTED IN PAST LEGISLATION, 
there is an evident compensation for good spring- 
ing from those errors now. There are in both 
the House and the Senate ciear-headed men 
thoroughly aroused to the gravity of tne sub- 
ject—gentiemen who fully comprehend that 
they are making history with which their names 
will pass down to posterity, and many of them 
are very emphatic in their expressions of bos- 
tility to the further tolerance of this phase of 
Orientalism in the domestic circle within the 
domain of the Republic.

JOHN SHERMAN, 

TOW HE WORKED HIS CAMPAIGN, 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
WasuInorTon, D. C., Jan. 8.—The Sunday Ga- 
zette, of this city, continues its attacks upon the 
Treasury ring, the operations of which, so far as 
the disbursement of the contingent fund is con- 
cerned, are now under investigation by the Sen- 
ate Committee on Appropriations.

A LARGE NUMBER OF APPOINTMENTS 

for special agents, signed in biank, tu put where, 
in the laogu of avother great reformer, 
“they would do the most good,” and Canaday 
took them to Lampbere to bave the names of 
the North Carolina patriots inserted and put on 
the pay-roll. From that time on Canaday was 
constantly traveling at the expense the 
United States in the interest of Sherman, and be 
traveled so much at Government expeuse that 
the Commissioner of Customs expressed dissat- 
isfaction. Then Lamphere wrote him as fol- 
lows: 

My Dran CANADAY: The Commissioner of 
Customs is finding fault with expense- voucbers 
for hotel and traveling expeases. You must be 
more particuiar in the future.

Pendleton’s Democratic Friends Think 
He Has Blundered.

Conumncs, O., Jan. &—If the recent speech of 

the Democratic Senator from Ohio, Mr. Pendle- 
ton, on civil-service reform, was a bid for the 
Presidential nomination in 1844, as the Democ- 
racy of the State are pieased to say it was, Mr. 
Pendieton has made a serious blunder—one, in 
fact, that at once destroyed what little strength 
he retained in bis own party, for, be it known, 
„Gentleman George bas fallen below par 
among the brethren of his own political faith. 
The fact that the Democratic Senator worked 
for and voted for the confirmation of Justice 
Stanley Matthews, a Republican, is regarded by 
the old mossbacks as sufficient reason for re- 
pudiating bim, and reheving themselves of 
any obligation to aid in furthering his 
political aspirations—namely: the Presidency. 
Not only have the old-timers been thrown out 
of joint by Mr. Pendletou's “courtesy” to Jus- 
tice Matthews, but the Young Democracy, the 
friends of Mr. Bockwälter, late candidate fer 
Governor on the Democratic ticket, and who 
have gained full control of the party machinery 
in the State, have openly repudiated Mr. Pendle- 
ton’s claims to anything within the gift of the 
party. They remember that Mr. Pendieton not 
only opposed the nomination of Mr. Bookwalter, 
but, after finding that he would surely be nomi- 
nated, refused to go to the convention ball or 
take any part whatever in the proceed ings. 
They also remember that in the evening Mr. 
Pendleton was given a serenade by the Young 
Democracy, which it was belicved would give to 
him an opportunity to state his position fully. 
They believed that the Obio Senator would in- 
dorse the ticket nominated; but, to the utter 
mortification of bis friends, Mr. Pendie- 
ton’s speech was devoted to civil-serv- 
ice roform aud the assasination of Pres- 
ident Garficid. The name of Mr. 
Bookwalter, the gentleman nominated by his 
own party in convention but a few hours bofore, 
was never referred to. And it is charged that 
during the entire campaign Mr. Pendicton was 
hostile to the ticket, especially the leading can- 
didate. For these reasons, and many more, the 
Ohio Democracy is dead-set agaiust Mr. Pendie- 
ton, and it does not appear that he bas any ma- 
terial following in the State. The opposition to 
him is not contined to one faction, but to all. 

The assembling of the Gencral Assembly 
brings to the Capital the reprosentative men of 
all parties, and the factions of each organization 
are found at Columbus during the session. 
Among the members of the General Asscmbly 
there bas not becn one delegate found who ap- 
proves the course of Senator Pondleton, vor 
have any advocated his ciaims for the Presi- 
dency. But, on the contrary, he is criticised by 
the old-time Democrats, who would be Flad to 
aid in placing the venerable ex-Senator Thur- 
man in the Presidential chair; but it 
does not appoar at this time that an amicable 
settlement of existing differeaces can be 
brought about that would make the Ohio dcle- 
gation a harmonious body. Among the few 
who hope to sce Mr. Thurman the loader arc 
those the Youp Democracy ure pleased to 
term the “Old Mossbacke,” who are charged 
with defeating Book walter for Governor last 
fail. There is no doubt that the Young Do- 
mocracy, the friends of Bookwalter, are de- 
cidedly in the majority, and have the grip on 
the political machine; and that they wouid fight 
Pendleton or Thurman there is no quetion. 
Promineot members in the Legislature assert 
that there was no excuse whatever for Pendic- 
ton'’s advocatmg the confirmation of Justice 
Matthews, and that, so far as his civil-service 
ideas are concerned, they are notin accordanve 
with the time-honored principles of the party, 
that To the victors bciong the spoil.”’ Mr. Pen- 
dieton is charged with laboring in behalf of an 
officehboiding aristocracy; that since Mr. Pon- 
dieton bas been in tho Senate no out-and-out 
Democrat bas been appointed to an office by 
any efforts on his part, and poiutto the sSecre- 
tarysbip of bis own committce and a Doorkcep- 
er recently given a berth tn the Senate. 

Mr. C. N. Vallandigham, sou of the late Clem- 
ent L. Vallandigham. while averse to taiking 
on the subject, was free to say that Mr: Pendic- 
ton’s acts were surprising to his friends in Ohblo; 
that he thought the feeling which was developed 
directly after the election last fall would 
die out; but he regretted to say that, 
instead, the o opposition was growing stronger, 
and all because Mr. Pendleton had lacked pluck.

Are Leaving South Carolina and 
Fiocking to Arkansas by the Thou 
sands,

of Tun Tine had an interview today with a 

number of negroes who recently came to this 

State from South Carolina. They say that as 

many us 5,000 colored people will come to 

Arkansas within the next twelve mouths. The 

reasons for migration are many, the main one 

being that the land in South Caroijina is worn 
out and yields, at best, a very scanty living to 

those who depend on agricultural pursuits for a 

livelihood. On the other hand. Arkansas is just 

beginning to develop, and has thousands of 
acres yet untilled, as well as scores of acres of 

land which has not been cultivated since 1860, 

In addition to this, the State is essentially the 

howe ok persons in moderate cir- 

cumstances, such as small planters and 
all who depend solely upon manuai labor 
for subsistence. Many of the colored men said 
they wo reut land and make a crop of cotton 
and corn this coming season, and next year en- 
ter Government land and thus have 2 farm of 
their own. They have been told they would en- 
joy greater liberty in Arkansas than in any 
other Southern State, which is true, as the laws 
recognize no distinction of race or color, and 
protect the interests of allatike. In addition to 
the political reasons for the exodus, the negroes 
have grown tired of working without adequate 
remuneration in their old homes, resolved 
to find for thomselves a promised land“ in the

The Antiquated Chamber of Commerce 


Pees for Membership. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

of Cincinnati Proposes to Raise Its 

CINCINNATI, O., Jag. 7.—The Special Commit- 
tee of the Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce 
beid a protracted session this evening for the 
purpose of discussing the proposed changes in 
the constitution which will make memberships 
transferable and introduce several other new 
rules which it is believed will be of great advan- 
tage. It was admitted that the present rules, 
which bave been in force, with but very slight 
changes, for forty years, have become anti- 
quated. The business transacted by single firms 
at the preseut time is greater than was done by 
the entire membership at that time, and the 
needs of today are very different from when 
the chamber wasorgagized. Amendments were 
presented which will make the certificates of 
wembersbip negotmble and transferable, and 
which will admit to membersbip individual! 
mombers of firms whether their business part- 
ners choose te mne or not. It was arereed that 
the certificates should be issued fur Slo each to 
tbe present members, and at $-5) euch to new 
members if taken out before . Ist of Janu- 
ary, 885. During the paar I883 the 
certificates wiil be issued at $500 
each, and subsequent to Jan. 1, IS, 

at $1,000 cach. These amendments, and others 
2 as important, were adopted by the com- 
mittee by a unanimous vote, and will go before 
the chamber for adoption at au early date. The 
crection of a new building will necessary 
wituin two orthree years, aud the sale of certifi- 
cates will furvish the necessary funds. It is be- 
lieved that there will bea great rush for tae cer- 
tifieates, and that within two years a member- 
Sbip in the Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce 
will be worth $2,000 or £5,000, as is now the case 
in nearly all the large cities.

— . no doubt, in some respect to the prevail- 
ing low rates of freight, few, if any, of the mag- 
nificent sailing vessels were seen at our wharves, 
baving found more profitable employment in 
distant voyages. For the first ten months of the 
year the decrease in the receipts of Montreal 
was 12 percent, and at New York 15 per cent;

Lake Shore and Rock Island Tracks. 

The Lake Shore & Michigan Southern and 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railroad Com- 
panies have five tracks between Englewood and 
Twenty-second street completed and still 
another in process of construction. It was as- 
serted when the additional tracks were com- 
menced that each road was to bave three tracks, 
and the movement of the trainsof each road 
would be confined to its own tracks, the Lake 
Shore to have the three eastern tracks and the 
Rock Island the three western ones; but, 
now the tracks are completed, there has 
been no change in the running of passenger- 
trains. The Lake Shore uses one of its new 
tracks for the movement of freight-trains, but 
as far as an entire separation of the two roads 
us far as Twenty-second street is concerned, the 
matter seems to have been indefinitiy postponed. 
As is well known, the Lake Sbore Road comes 
into Chicago from the Stute line on the charter 
of the Rock Island Company, but there is no agree- 
ment between the two rouds which regulates the 
occupancy and use of the joint tracks by the 
amount of business done by each road, or the 
balance of power in case of a controversy is in 
the hands of the road which can show the larg- 
est receipts. It bas leaked out that a short time 
ago the Kock Isiand Company desired to with- 
draw from the joint use of the old tracks be- 
tween Englewood and Twenty-second street, and 
urged the Lake Shore Company to burry up its 
tracks so that the chauge could be made. 
The Lake Shore Company das very 
large yards and =track-room for cars 
west of the Rock {sland tracks at Forty-third 
street. Mr. Parsons, the Superintendent of the 
western division of the Lake Shore, while he 
made every effort to complete the new tracks. 
could not see bow he could give up the use of 
the yard-room at Forty-third street, and about 
the time it was supposed the change would be 
made he submitted the matterto the General 
Manager. A gentiemun was sent here to look 
the ground over, and he decided that 
it would be an injustice to his road 
to have to give up the track-room 
at Forty-third street at this time, and by an ex- 
amination of the agreement of the two roads, it 
was found that it was not necessary, as the 
Lake Shore Koad, by virtue of the excess of 
business done over the common tracks, held the 
balance of power. An exchange of property 
bas been talked of, but as the Rock Island has 
no suitable land on the east side of the tracks to 
exchange the matter at present is in statu quo, 
although it is likely that by spring some agree- 
ment or arrangement will be reached whereby 
a separation as far as Twenty-second street w 
be effected.

THE ILLINOIS DEFENEE OF GUITEAU. 

IIunnols enjoys the dubious honor of having 
provided the whole defense in the case of 
Guiteau. The defendant himself and his 
two associate counsel are Cook County lau- 
vers: and “backwoods law,” upon which 
they mainly depend to clear the assasin, was 
invented by an Iilinoi@Judge. It there are 
any laurels gathered by the defense, Liling:s 
may properly claim the credit of them. 

The fact has not been sufficiently noticed 
that Guiteau himself derived his notions of 
law and the administration of criminal justice 
from his experience in the courts of Cook 
County. When Mr. Reed was the Prosecuting 
Attorney, Guiteau had ample opportimity to 
see how justice might be thwarted and the 
guilty escape. Ne was familiar with the 
wretched method of procedure in criminal 
eases in this State. He khew 
about peremptory changes of venue and 
coutinuances, new trials, sii persedeases, 


reheariugs, the admission of convicted fclons | 


to straw-bail while awaiting new triais, and 
suspension of sentence. Ile was accustomed 
to see criminal lawyers read law-books to ju- 
ries and inform them. in the presence of the 
Court, that it was their privilege wholly 
disregard the instructions of the Judge on 
the bench. Ile saw crime committed with 
impunity, and notorious murderers tarned 
loose upon the community on emotiona:in- 
sanity dodges by the ignorance of juries or 
the favor of Judges. “ The purely technical 
defense’ was the groundwork of his legal 
calueation. 

With these Illinois notions of law and 
criminal justice Guiteau went to Washing- 
ton, and there conceived the assasination of 
our greatand good President. The proba- 
bility of swift and certain punishment was 
not presented to his mind, as he confidently 
expected to escape under the iInspirational- 
insanity plea. lie was afraid of the crowd, 
but not afraid of the laws. With the quick 
instinct of acriminal pettifogger he sought 
refuge and safety in the common fall, and 
then sect up his services for the“ Stalwarts” 
ahd emotional Insanity as sufficient reasons 
for an acquittal, 

The contempt of the laws which his Cook 
County education gave him is so thoroughly 
ingrained that he has not been able to con- 
coul it during the trial. He has adopted the 
methods of a successful Cook County crim- 
inal lawyer in the Washington court. By 
flattering the jury and witnesses for the de- 
fense and abusing the attorney and witnesses 
for the prosecution, be has tried to procure 
an acquittal in defiance of the law and the 
Court. 

Is it too much to say that Guiteau’s knowl- 
edge of the criminal procedure of Ulinois 
and his ignorance @ procedure im other 
States may have constituted an essential 
element of the mental act which resulted in 
the murder of President Garfield? May 
not his familiarity with the modes of escape 
for murderers in this county, including the 
presumption of emotional insanity, have 
taught him to despise the courts and believe 
with the Gioomington mob that “the law 18 
a farce”? While the instruction or legal 
points were being argued on Saturday by 
one of the prosecuting counsel in regard to 
insanity dodges Guiteau broke in:

When 
the State overcomes this presumption by 
overwhelming proof of guilt then a second 
presumption arises that he was erfiotionally 
insane or under the influence of “ transi- 
tory mania,” which Guiteau says covers his

There has been a recent hegira of negroes 
from the western parts of South Carolina 
who started for Arkansas and Texas. This 
is altogether the most sensible move the 
South Carolina blacks have ever made, The 
proportion of negroes to white men iu South 
Carelma is nearly two to one, as shown by 
the census of 1880. The white minority has 
always subsisted upon the labor of the black 
majority, but, not content with that, the 
whites have wrested from the blacks the po- 
litical and eivil rights to which they are en- 
titled by law and by numbers, The Charles- 
ton News and Courter makes a feeble effort 
to deny this, which realiy amounts toa con- 
fession of the fact. It says that the future 


tore of the movement will largely depend“ 


on the course of affairs in the State this 
year.” It contends that the courts of the 
State are open to the negroes as well as white 
men for redress for political or civil wrongs, 
but adds: “The colored people un- 
fortunately take it for granted, with- 
out reason, that it is of no use 
to struggle and protest,“ and advise 
them that they “should act as they see their 
white neighbors act.“ This is all very well, 
but we suspect that the negroes have found 
bv hard experience that the theory cannot be 
put in practice in South Carolina, and the 
News and Courter virtually admits as much 
when it reminds its readers that “there are 
600,009 colored people in the State and only 
400,000 White,“ insists that this fact cannot 
be kept.tco steadily In view,” and warns the 
ruling class that any policy which ignores 
the colored people and proceeds, as it were, 
upon the hypothesis that only the whites are 
to be considered, will be a melancholy and 
disastrous failure.“ 

It is not pretended that political persecu- 
tion alone has led to this new exodus of the 
blacks, though the fact that the greatest 
number of the emigrants thus far are from 
Edgetield, where the recollection of the mas- 
sacre must still be very vivid, indicates that 
violent disfranchisement is at the bottom of 
the whole trouble. But suecessful political 
persecution Has led to the forfeiture of the 
civilrights of the blacks. They have been 
ground dow in rents. ‘They pay so much for 
barren laud that they caunot earn a living. 
One of the departing darkies said he would 
“as leave die wid de whoopin’-cough as to 
‘ie wid de measles,” and they would rather 
take theif chances in Arkansas than in 
South Carolina. They are right. Those 
who go will not merely better their own con- 
dition, but assure better treatment for those 
who remain. Considerable loss is appre- 
hended by the landowners and the mer- 
chants, and many business failures are pre- 
dicted. It is discovered all at once that the 
negroes are the “best customers” of the 
merehanuts in tae small railroad towns, the 
county-seats, and cross-roads stores. But 
the practice of encouraging their natural 
extravagance, overcharging them, and grab- 
bing all their earnings has been carried so

The negroes of South Carolina, in choos- 
ing Arkansas and Texas as their future 
homes, have shown much better judgment 
than was exercised by the negroes of Louisi- 
ana and Mississippi in emigrating to Kansas 
and Nebraska, swept by cold winter winds, 
The Sdéuth Carolina blacks are going to a 
congenial climate and to labor in the cotton 
and corn fields where they will be at home. 


There is an abundance of rich lands in Texas 


and Arkansas, laborers are wanted, and thé 

ople of those States are likely to guarantee 
he black emigrants fair treatment in order 
to retain them. The colored man in Texas 
and Arkansas will find the same amount of 
work he did in South or North Carolina to pro- 
duce almost double results, and if he shall be 
made secure in the fruits of his labor in his 
new home, and shall be guaranteed his civil 
and political rights, he will contribute to the 
progress and prosperity of every community 
in the South where he may locate. 


OUR TRADE WITH CANADA. 

The Toronto (Canada) Globe of Jan. 8 
comes to us witha very clear and all-con- 
vine argument to prove that the present 
Government of the Dominion, by the adop- 
tion of the so-calied “national policy” of re- 
taliatory customs duties, has done much to 
impoverish the farmers of Canada, by in- 
creasing the cost of all that they have to buy 
and by reducing the value of what they have 
to sell. Agriculture is thechief employment 
of the people of Canada, and agriculture has 
been sacrificed to pay bounties to “infant in- 
dustries.”’ 

The farmers are the only portion of the 
people of Canada who produce more than 
they consume, and, except the lumbermen, 
therefore, are the only persons wlio have any 
surplus to export. ‘The “national policy ”’ 
of tariff retaliation practically imposes an ex- 
port duty on all the agricultural products of 
the Dominion. It levies a tax of 55 to 40 per 
cent on everything which the Canadian 
farmer needs in exchange for what he has to 
sell, and it is immaterial whether the tax be 
collected on the produce which he sells or 
the goods he receives in exchange; the re- 
sult is the same, he receives 20, 30, or 40 per 
cent less because of the Tory “national pol- 
icy” in exchange for what he produces and 
has for market. 

While we coneede that the Toronto Giohe’s 
logie is irresistible that the Canadian tariff 
oui, in the interest of the Canadian farmers, 
to be restored at least to the general rate which 
prevailed befere the Tory“ national policy” 
was adopted, we are surprised that such an 
able representative of the popular interest as 
the Globe does not propose the only policy 
whieh the adygneed civilization of the day 
detu ands. 

The States of the Dominion are not, and 
cannot be considered, other than American 
States. Despite the British connection the 
Canailians are part of the American people, 
whose interests are identitied with this con- 
tinent and not with Europe. The commer- 
cial interests of Mexico and Central America 
and of the Canadian Provinces are the same 
as those of this Republic, and are distinct 
from those of the Old World. 

There are thirty-eight States and six or 
eight embryo States In this Nation, many of 
them greater in population, and wealth, and 
production than the largest of the Canadian 
States, and one of them equal to all of the 
Dominion. These numernns communities 
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ductions; some are on the Atlantic coast, 
some on the Pacific, some on the Gulf, and 
others are on the interior plains, and still 
others high up on the mountains. This Union 
has a foreign trade second only to that of 
Great Britain and au internal commerce that 
has no equal. This vast commerce between 
these States is carried on without a custom- 
house; absolute and unrestricted trade be- 
tween all these States is carried on without a 
jar; the fifty-three millions of people of these 
numerous States exchangé their commodi- 
ties, knowing no boundary lines or State 
commercial regulations. Instead of thirty- 
eight to forty-eight sysvems of revenue tax 
and collection they have but one. 

Why not make this system continental? 
Why not embrace within it the six States 
which compose the Dominion Union? Why 
not extend it southwardly to the isthmus 
until for commercial purposes there shall be 
but one Union and one tariff? If this sys- 
tem of trade and exchange works so success- 
fully in a country with 5,000,000 population 
and thirty-eight States, if it works success- 
fully between the six Dominion States with 
their population of 5,000,000, why cannot it 
work equally well between all these States, 
with all this population combined ? 

The principle of a commercial zoliverein 
is nota new one; itis an old and long-tried 
sygtem, Its adaptability to the States of this 
continent cannot be questioned. It would 
be mutually beneficial to all the American 
States included within it It involves no 
surrender of nationality of independence. 
It means nothing more nor less than the 
adoption of a common American tariff, ac- 
ceptable to all the States. It means the 
breaking down of the great legal wall which 
forbids trade and commerce between States 
separated only by an imaginary line. It 
breaks down the 50 per cent tariff of 
the United States, the 30 per cent tariif 
of Canada, and the 100 per cent tariff of 
Mexico, and makes a tariff common to all. 
The revenue collected is common to all, 
each State sharing according to its popula- 
tion, as lowa now shares with New York in 
the revenue of the United States. It reduces 
the taxation of all. and coilects the common 
revenue with greater Satisfaction than now. 
It abolishes smuggling, and interests the 
whole people of all the States in an honest 
collection of the revenue. This commercial 
union, including all the States of the North 
American continent, is the obvious policy of 
the Dominion, as it is also of the Republic, 
and the surprise is, that a paper like the 
Globe does not present and urge that policy 
as a substitute for the so-called national 
policy now in force in Canada.

From the day that he assumed the du- 
ties of the office until he was bowed out by 
Arthur to make room for Howe he adminis- 
tered it upon the standards of an incorrupii- 
ble and energetie business-man, without ref- 
erence to partisan pressure or political 
cabals. lle was appointed by Gen. Gartield 
from the so-called “Stalwart wing” of the 
party, and at once contirmed the wisdom of 
the choice by rising superior to faction or 
Bossism. When Conkling and Platt resigned

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BOSTON’S BURST BANK. 


An Additional DeGcit of 9250,000—The 


New York Sar. 
Boston, Jan. 5. —It is tearned from the Direct- 


ors of the Pacific National Bank this evening 
that what is in effect an additional deficit of 
$250,000 exists by reason of President Benyou's 
phenomenal banking operations. It bas previ- 
ousiy been supposed that the liabilities ot Mr. 
Wceks, the broker, whose embarrassment caused 
the suspension of the bank, did not exceed 
$1,230,000. It now appears . directly aud 
indirectly, President Benyod has let this maa 
have $1,500,000 of the bank's fonda, taking bi« 
I. O. U. as sole seentity for the debt. 
Under the National Ranking get, $100,000, 
per cent of tne duns capital, 
was ® Maximum sum that could be 
loaned Weeks or gur Widividuat. In addition 
to this unsecured ciaim of $1,500,000 the bank's 
assets fmctude other paper to the amount of 
some nuadteds of thousands of dollars af not 
much better character. it thus appears how 
beavy ts the load which the Directors are assum- 
ing in attempting to reorganize and save the 
suiveucy of the institution. The task has, how- 
ever, been practicully accomplished by the cul- 
mination today of negotiations which have been 
in progress for some weeks. Ons of the con- 
ditions of reorganization imposed by the Bank 
Examiner was that 7900,000 in cash should be 
id in upon the claim against Mr. Weeks. The 
tter succeeded in raising Simon. and then 
tHe Central Bank. which has almost as much at 
stake as the Pacitic, agteed to furnish $315,000 
on Mr. Weeks’ credit. This was paid to-day, and 
the balance of $24,009 has been provided fur. 
readers of the Sun will remember that 
Benyon, of the Pacitic, and Cusbier Young, of 
the Central, swapped checks to the amount of 
$315.0", and that by the terms ot a previous 
agreement between tha two bauks the Pacitic 
promised to pay $500,000 of the amount fn one 
year, while the Central was to look to Weeks for 
the balance. Had net the Central new come to 
the rescue again the Pacific would have been 
unabie to resume and to fulm the terms 
of the first agreement. Half a million haviug 
thus deen paid tothe Pacifle on Weeks’ ac- 
court, Weeks in addition agrees to pay within 
a specified time $250,000 morc, making $750,000 
on his debt of $1,509,000. This is practically a 
settlement of the claim at 50 cents on a dollar; 
tor although Weeks gives an indeffinit promise 
to pay the balance, it is counted as a worthless 
asset of the Dank. This would make a wet loss 
to the bank through Mr. Weeks of $73,000. If 
the remiining assets can be manipulated so us 
realize a like proportion, us is pow expecied, the 
bank will, with the aid of u 100 per cent assess- 
ment to be levied ou the stockholders ou Tues- 
day. be able to reupen its doors. This cannot be 
done at once, however, unless a 6uflicient uum- 
ber of the depositors and creditors will granta 


ime extensioa, which the Directors now ask. 


They have passed this: 

Voted. That in the opinion of the Dircctors an 
assessment of 100 per cent upon the stock 
of the bank 4 — it upon a sound financial 
basis, provided depusitors and creditors shall 
agree toa reasunable extension of time for the 
payment of their several claims. 

The compromise whieh they ask depositors 
and other creditors to sigoa provides for the pay- 
ment of one-third of their claims in four months. 
another third in cight months, and the balance 
in twelve months, with interest at (per cent. 
The Directors also staiejthat creditors represent- 
ing claims against the bank to the amount of 
$2,000,000 (the total being pearly 76,000,000), have 
already agreed not to draw upon the inst/tution 
for a considerable time after it shall have re- 
sumed business. 

Tue history of Benyon's mismanagement, 
which has wot yet been wade public, will be 
given to the stockholders at Tuesday's meeting 
by Bank-Examiner Needham. It was at first 
determined that pruecedings should be com- 
menced against the, ex-President for bis reck- 
loss miamunagement, but it is found that bis 
services wiil be very valuable in realizing ou 
some of the poor assets, so that nothing of the 
sort wlil be attempted unless some of the indig- 
pant stockhoiders insist upon it. He was re- 
ported dying at bis home in the suburbs the 
other day, but be is out again, alihough he has 
not been near tho bank. 


A CHINAMAN’S LOVE. 


He Became Attached to am American 
Girl, Was Sent Home te China, and 
Lost His Head.

New Haven, Conn., Jan. 8.—Among the Chi- 
nese students who came to this country to ob- 
tain an education were two bright bors named 

Chin Chin Yate and Chin Chin Chan, who 

came to this city. They were brothers, and 

entered the Hopkins Grammar School, where 
they made good progress in prepuration for 

Yale College. While in this city they boarded in 

the family of Mr. Vester, No 50 Ken- 

Sington street. When the students in 

their country were recalled by the orders of the 

Chinese Government last May the two brothers 

left for Hartford, where they learned the tele- 

graph business, and later on returned to China. 

During their residence on Kensington street, 

Chan became interested in a young lady named 

Sherman, living near by. Tuts fancy was strong- 

opposed on the part of Miss Sherman's 
friends, but Chan's attentions were continued, 
and were only interrupted by the 
departure of the young Celestial. The acquaint- 
anee was kept alive, however, and Chan has 
corresponded with the indy ever since. The 
principal reason for recalling the Chinese 
students was the fear on the part of 
the authoritics that they were becoming thor- 
oughly Americanized, and that they would 
marry American wives. They were dere at 

Government expense, the object being to have 

them return to their vative country, with power to 

introduce American civilization. Advices re- 
ecived here state Cban's persistence in his de- 
votion to Miss Sherman coming to the knowledge 
of the Chinese authorities, the young man was 
condemned to death, and, according to Chinese 
customs, was beheadedin Hong Kong. Another 
instance showing the narrowness of the policy 
of the Cninese Government is the fact 
that a young Chinaman now iliiving in 
the family of the late Dr. Bacon, having 
become converted to Christianity, was advised 
by the Chinese Commissioner at Nartford to re- 
main in this country, as his return to 
his native country would be the signai 
for his death. He therefore remains in 
this country. and will study for the ministry.

A DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 
HAVEMEYER’S IMMENSH SUGAR-REFINERY. 
Special Dispatch to The CYicugs Tribune. 

New York, Jan. 8.—Havemevor's immense 
sugar-refmery. on First street, between South 
Third and South Fourth streets and the East 
River, Broukiyn, Eastern District, waa, with its 
valuable content, entirely destroyed by 
lire late this afterneon. Seon after 4 
o'clock one of the watchmen in tiie 
building discovered a storage-room in a 
blaze. An alarm was sent out as soon as possi- 
ble. Then he ran back te try and put out the 
fire, calling to his help several men who were at 
work in djfecrent parts of the great 
buildme. The flames had spread with 
great rapidity, however, and it was soon 
evident that no ordinary efforts would save the 
builkling, and in quick succession four alarms 

were sent out, bringing to the seene 

ALL THE AVATLABLE FITE APPARATUS 
inthe city. The fre-tug Havemeyer was also 
sent to help put out the tire, Aided, however, 
by the bighly ipfiarmmable contents of the re- 
finery, the flames leaped from room to 
room, and from tioor to floor with terri- 
ble rapidity, and, in spite of the hard- 
est kind of work by the firemen, 
the intertor ot the whole of the immense struct- 
ure was very s00n a mass of raging, sectiing 
fire. In addition to many hundreds of barreis 
of sugar stored on the various floors, the build- 
ing was fi with heavy and costiy machinery, 
which coustantly broke through the burning 
lors and went crashing donn to lie in 
shapeless masses under the ruins. A few Dbar- 
reis of alcohol were lying here and there in the 
building, and as the fire reached them there was 

A SUCCESSION OF LOUD EXPLOSIONS, 
whieh terrified the crowds watching the great 
conflagration. A large covered bridge across 
Hirst street conaceted the third story of the 
retinery with that of another larse build- 
ing recoutiy evected by the Havemeyers 
ou the east side of the etreet. Attheendof an 
hour after the fire was tirst discovered this 
bridge toppled and fell iate the street. A mo- 
ment later a greater portion of the bie 
irent’ wall aft the refinery tum bied 
with a fearful crash. The roof oi the 
structure oa the oppesit side of First street took 
fire from tiais cause, and the bullding was dain- 
aged veiween oe and $4.00. The structure 
was allied with valuable machinery, wRich was 
fer filteriug purposes. The fall of the South 
rourth street wall put an end to all further 
tears of the spread of the lames. 

THE BURNED BUILDING 
occupied the entire block between South Third 
and South Fourth streets, baving a frontage of 
200 feet on First, street and running back 150 
feet to the East River. rt was built 
of brick, and wus nine stories 
high. There were no Oilers in 
the refinery, the steum necessary for running 
the machinery being furnished from a building 
on the other side of First street through pipes 
laid under the pavement. Theodore Have- 
meyer, who was at the fire, said that 
its origin was a niyetory he could 
not solve. He visited the refinery and 
went all torough the place only a short time bo- 
fore the alurm was sent out, and found every- 
thing all rigat. There were in the butiding 
about 4,000 barrels of sugar ready for delivery, 
besides the machinery. As to 

TUL EKNT ENI OF THE DAMAGE, 

Mr. Haverseyer said te belfeved it would 
amount to $L500.000. Tails loss was not all 
covered by imuranec, aid Mr. Havemeyer could 
net say in whut companies de nad policies, nor 
tbe ‘total amount ot his insuranee. 
The list of companies was very long, bhow- 
ever, and inetuded nearly ail doing business. 
The reuuery wus —— dulſt for a store- 
house. It was purchased by Mr. Havemeyer 
about 1866, and was atted up for a sugar-refin- 
ery by various additions.

The building was iasured for about $900,000, it 
was said by some—all thé insurance that could 
be obtaiucd on a sugar refinery.” Tho bock - 
keeper said that it was impossible to give a list 
of the companics, dut added chat all the prin- 
cipal Companies in this country and some for- 
eign companies tad risks on the rener. 
He thougat that policies bad been takea out in 
about 160 com panics, bat that none had a risk of 
over $10,000 on che building. The capacity of 
the refinery wes about 4,000 barrelsaday. The 
estimated value of the Duilding and stock 
owned by the firm in the neighborhood of the 
fire is $6,000,000. 

All the fire-insurance companies which take 
risks in sugar-houses are involved. None of the 
risks are larger than 51.500, and it is said that 
the Engliss and French companies are the most 
heavily involved. . 

PEESS ACCOUNT. 
To the Western Associated Presa. 

New Your«, Jan. 8.—This afternoon fire wus 
discovered in the wareroom on the first floor of 
the great sugur-house of the Hon. Theodore A. 
Havemeyer, the Austrian Consul, at First 
and South streets, Third Brookiyn Eastern 
District. Mr. Havemeyer had ‘nm over the 
beildtag, and had only just left when a volume 
of smoke, making its way up through the build- 
ing, zuve unmistakable evidence of the pres- 
ence of fire. There was inthe building at the 
time the chef engineer and hie assist- 
ant, two superintendents, three watchmen, 
and two other men. Before two minutes 
had elapsed these men had seized the hose in 
the building and bad turned on streams of 
water. Turee tre-alarms were sent out in rapid 
succession, and were responded to by fifteen 
fire-engines; but tho flames rushed throurh 
the entire building at a rupid rate, 
and soon all dope of i § saving the 
place vanished. The building, which was 
seven stories fn hight, and covered a surface of 
200x150 feet, became 

ONE MASS OF FLAMRB, 

which lit up the whole neighborhood ana river, 
and presented a grand sigat to people on the 
east side of New York City. The buiiding was 
used „ the or pan house of 
Havemeyer & Elder's sugar works. 
When the walls began to fall, carrving down im- 
mense copper-puns weighimg fifteen and twenty 
tons each, crash after crash came in rapid suc- 
ceasion, and shook the ground like shocks of 
earthquake. On tae opposit side of the firat 
street was the char-bouse, also covering a block 
and ten stories in hight. The two buildings 
were conneeted by a bridge on top and by tun- 
neis underneath the street. The bridge fell 
with a trewendous noise, carrying down fifty 
feet of the centre of the front wall of the huuse 
on fire. The flames flashod #cross the strect and 
fastened ou the window-sasues of the cbhar- 
house. The latter was, however, fire- proof, and 
only a wooden structure on top was seriously 
damaged. The boiling-heuse was burned to the 
ground, only a few sections of remnunts of walls 
being left standing. Mr. Havemeyer says: 

Tun LOSS ON BUILDING AND MACHINERY 
is $1,500,000. There was but little stock ia the 
piace. The firm sag the insurance will probably 
amount to G0 per cent of the loss, It is distrib- 
uted in small risks in companies all over the 
United States. Foreign insurance companies will 
suffer most comparatively. On the opposit side 
of Fourth strect is the refinery, in which there 
is at present $000 barrels of retinvd sugar, This 
buliding, which also covers an entire block, 
was saved principally by the New York fire-boat 
William F. Havemeyer aad a number of tugs 
working from the river. The loss on the cbuar- 
h almost wholly by water, is about $25,000, 
The only accideut was to William Hogan, fure- 
man of Enatue No. 7, who received some severe 
but not fatal iujeries. The fire attracted immonse 
erowds from Brooklya and New York. It 
burned up to midrigbt. Ove thousand men will 
be thrown eut of employment. Mr. Havemeyer 
gays this is the first fire the firm has had in their 
twenty-five years ta business. A new and larger 
building will be creeted with all poseibie dis- 
patch.

WAGNER'S LATEST OPERA. 


Some Authentic Information About His 
„ Parsiial”—Fisishiog It at Palerme 
for Presentation at Bayreuth in Jaly— 
Practically au Introduction to“ Lehen- 
erin.” 

From an Article in Lendon Times. 

The first performance of Wagner's new 
Opera. Parsitai,’’ which will take place at Bay- 
reuth in July next, is an event to which 
lovers of music are looking forward with more 
than common interest. Conjectures are rife as 
to the nature of the new work, and where noth- 
ing is known anything may, of conrse, be 
surmised. Thue, it has been steted, from 
“inner consciousness ”’ apparently, that 
Wagner in his last effort has recanted 
the errors of his later years and bas returned te 
the simpler, and, as persons without ears to bear 
cail it, bis moro melodious” style of “ Tann- 
hünser or Lohengrin.“ In such circum- 
stances our readers will. perhaps, be glad to re- 
ceive some authentic information with regard 
to the subject, which we are able to supply from 
the perusal of part of the pianoforte score. 
Wagner is at present putting the finishing 
touches to the instrumentation at Paimero, and 
the arrangement for pianoforte by Herr Josef 
Rubenstein is progressing rapidly. The proofs 
of the first act, which is already in type, have 
been courteousiy submitted to us by the pub- 
lishers. It would. of course, be premature to 
judge of the merits of the entire work 
from a fragment, but we may state in

Comet A was found May 1 in Andromeda. It 
was a faint object, and, moving rapidly south- 
east, wns soon lost in the morning twilirht, and 
was not seen in the southern hemisphere, no 


astronomer there having been apprised by tele- 
graph of its discovery, aS was at first thought 
advisable. 

Comet Il. oc the sensational one of the year, 
wus the brightest since the memorable one of 
1861, and, cirjously enough, both were dis- 
covered by the same persen, this with the naked 
ere, on May 21. Its path was oearly due north, 
and, by ite proximity to the sun, was soon ren- 
dered invisible from any part of the world. Kt 
passed the sun oniy eight degrees west at noon 
on Juve 19, and was first seen in the northern 
hemisphere on the morning of Juce 22, its tail 
only being then visible. Ihe next morning it 
became an object of general observation, strik- 
ing every besolder with astonishment. lis 
subsequent career is too well remembered to 
need u description here, lis orbit is proba- 
bly elliptical, baving a period of about 3,000 
years. From asimilarity of elements it was at 
Urst thougnt te be the comet of 1807, but that it 
is not now commands the assent of astronomers. 
it is still faintly visibie in the constellation 
Cepheus. 

Comet C was first seen on the morning of July 
18. and, somewhat singulariy, in almost the 
same piace where comet B had so suddenly 
appeared after being lost sight of in the southern 
bemisphere. This would nave been pronouaced 
a Une cowet had not ite immediate predeecssor 
outrivaied it so greatly. Like Bit had two tails. 
Its elements are unlike those of any comet bere- 
tofore observed. 

Comet D Encke's which hes a period of only 
avout 35-10 years, has just paid us another and 
the twenty-ninth visit since it was 
tected in 1788. 

Comet R was discovered on Aug. 18 by Mr. E. 
E. Barnard. To him belongs the distinction of 
having been the first in the Seutbern States to 
discover a comet. it moves in a parabolic orbit, 
and, therefore, visited our system for the firet 
aud last time. Only those comets moving in 
elliptic erbits can come into our orbits more 
thas ounce. 

Comet F was detected on the morning of Oct. 
4 by Mr. W. R. Brooks, and the next morning by 
Mr. W. F. Denning, of Bristol, England. who im- 
mediately annouuced it. which Mr. Brooks for 
two days delayed to do, as clouds prevented him 
from determwiaing whether it were a comet or a 
nebula. It is, notwithstandmg that it was ist- 
bie only through the telescope, by far the most 
important one of the year. It is a periodic

ot to be understood that the particular views 


astoState finance which are entertained and 
advocated by the Mabhone party in Virginia are 
to be adopted and applied to the finances of the 
other States named. But it is to be 
understoou that an anti-Bourbon par- 
ty.

The raiirosd compenics that 
owed the State bought up iarge quantities of 
them, and got au act through the Legislature 
providing that the railroads ight pay their in- 
debtedness to the State in acertain series of 
bonds, and for the removalof the lien of the 
State on the railroads.

SARGENT’S RECORD, 


Utterances in Behalf of Polygamy — A 
Friend of Railway Monepoly. 

San FRANCISCO, Jan. 6.—The Chronicle calls 
attention to ex-Senator Sargent’s polygamy 
record, and asks whether President Arthur can 
consistently select as constitutional adviser a 
man who opposed Mr. Poiand’s bill giving plural 
wives the right to sue for divorce and to divide 
the property of the husband, and which also 
sought to break up the Mormon law which gave 
the women of Utah a right to vote, the object or 
the law being to perpetuate Mormon institu- 
tions, as the husbands could coerce their plural 
wives to vote as they desired. Mr. Sargent after- 
ward, in defense of his course, wrote a letter to 
the Salt Lake Tribune, in which he said: Polyg- 
amy is a religious institution, and I have never 
known ree be effective against 
religion." This letter, at the time, was the sub- 
ject of much comment and was universally 
condemned by the Republican press. Mr. 
Sargent has never changed bis opinion, and be- 
eves now, as then, that ie a refigious 
institution. The Chronicle aio quotes extracts 
from the Call and Bulletin, of this city, now sup- 
porting Mr. Sargent because he is backed by the 
railroad monopoly. The former of these papers 
said April 25, 1872: “ Perbaps no pubite man in 
California bas so rapidty fallen in public esti- 
mMauon as Sargent, who pow represents a por- 
tion of this State in the House of Representa- 
tives and bas been elected United States Senator.
